Drawings 

1 . The drawings are objected to under 37 CFR 1 .83(a). The drawings must show every 
feature of the invention specified in the claims. Therefore, the circular cross section of claim 3 
must be shown or the feature(s) canceled from the claim(s). No new matter should be entered.

Claim Objections 

2. Claims 6-8 are objected to under 37 CFR 1 .75(c) as being in improper form because a 
multiple dependent claim should refer to other claims in the alternative only and cannot depend 
from any other multiple dependent claim. See MPEP § 608.01(n). Accordingly, the claims 6-8 



have not been further treated on the merits. 
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Claim Rejections - 35 USC§112 

3. The following is a quotation of the second paragraph of 35 U.S.C. 1 12: 

Tine specification shall conclude with one or more claims particularly pointing out and distinctly claiming the 
subject matter which the applicant regards as his invention. 

4. Claims 1-5 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 112, second paragraph, as being indefinite for 
failing to particularly point out and distinctly claim the subject matter which applicant regards as 
the invention. 

Where applicant acts as his or her own lexicographer to specifically define a term of a 
claim contrary to its ordinary meaning, the written description must clearly redefine the claim 
term and set forth the uncommon definition so as to put one reasonably skilled in the art on 
notice that the applicant intended to so redefine that claim term. Process Control Corp. v. 
HydReclcum Corp., 190 F.3d 1350, 1357, 52 USPQ2d 1029, 1033 (Fed. Cir. 1999). The term 
"longeron" in claim 1 is used by the claim to mean "a frame member of a motor vehicle", while 
the accepted meaning is "a fore-and-aft framing member of an airplane fuselage" (Merriam 
Webster's Collegiate Dictionary, 10 th edition). The term is indefinite because the specification 
does not clearly redefine the term. 

■• A broad range or limitation together with a narrow range or limitation that falls within the 
broad range or limitation (in the same claim) is considered indefinite, since the resulting claim 
does not clearly set forth the metes and bounds of the patent protection desired. See MPEP § 
2173.05(c). Note the explanation given by the Board of Patent Appeals and Interferences in Ex 
parte Wu, 10 USPQ2d 2031, 2033 (Bd. Pat. App. & Inter. 1989), as to where broad language is 
followed by "such as" and then narrow language. The Board stated that this can render a claim 
indefinite by raising a question or doubt as to whether the feature introduced by such language is 
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(a) merely exemplary of the remainder of the claim, and therefore not required, or (b) a required 
feature of the claims. Note also, for example, the decisions of Ex parte Steigewald, 131 
USPQ 74 (Bd. App. 1961); Ex parte Hall, 83 USPQ 38 (Bd. App. 1948); and Ex parte Hasche, 
86 USPQ 481 (Bd. App. 1949). In the present instance, claim 2 recites the broad recitation 
rectanular, and the claim also recites "particularly square" which is the narrower statement of the 
range/limitation. 

Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 103 

5. The following is a quotation of 35 U.S.C. 103(a) which forms the basis for all 
obviousness rejections set forth in this Office action: 

(a) A patent may not be obtained though the invention is not identically disclosed or described as set forth in 
section 102 of this title, if the differences between the subject matter sought to be patented and the prior art are 
such that the subject matter as a whole would have been obvious at the time the invention was made to a person 
having ordinary skill in the art to which said subject matter pertains. Patentability shall not be negatived by the 
manner in which the invention was made. 

6. Claims 1-3 and 5, as best understood, are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 103(a) as being 
unpatentable over Felzer et al. (3,888,502) in view of Ebbinhaus (2002/0066254). 

Felzer et al. '502 disclose an energy-absorbing case for a motor vehicle bumper beam 
comprising a casing consisting of a hollow section piece which has a first end able to be attached 
to the bumper beam and a second end able to be fixed to the motor vehicle, characterized in that 
the casing is filled with a foam material. Additionally, Felzer et al. teach various cross sections 
of the hollow section piece including a rectangular, particularly square, cross section as well as a 
circular cross section. Finally, the hollow section piece must consist of a material which allows 
the hollow member to fold satisfactorily. Any material fulfilling this requirement may be used 
and is therefore contemplated. Particularly sheet steel comes into consideration as such material 
and is said to be preferable. 
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Felzer et al. lack the casing filled with a metal foam with energy-absorption properties, 
the density of which is between 0.1 and 0.4 g/cm A 3. 

Ebbinhaus '254 teaches a reinforced formed part which may differ in shape, with a 
hollow outer formed part (12) and a metal foam filling (14) filling the inner space in the hollow 
outer formed part to improve the mechanical deformation resistance of the outer formed part. 
The density of the metal foam is preferably 0.3-5g/cm A 3. 

It would have been obvious to one of ordinary skill in the art at the time the invention 
was made to have provided metal foam as taught by Ebbinhaus within the hollow section piece 
of Felzer et al. in order to improve the mechanical deformation resistance of the hollow section 
piece. 

7. Claim 4 is rejected under 35 U.S.C. 103(a) as being unpatentable over Felzer et al, as 
modified, and in view of Ebbinhaus (2002/0066254). 

Felzer et al., as modified, lack the hollow section piece being aluminum. 
Ebbinhaus teaches the desirability of aluminum in hollow section pieces including weight 
savings and good corrosion resistance. 

It would have been obvious to one of ordinary skill in the art at the time the invention 
was made to have provided the hollow section piece of Felzer et al., out of aluminum as taught 
by Ebbinhaus in order to provided better weight savings and corrosion resistance.
